As for the NATO countries outside the proposed West- 


ern European Union, Norway, Iceland. Canada, Portugal, 
Greece and Turkey have completed action approving Ger- 
many's entry into NATO. Only Denmark and the United 
States have held off. and they are awaiting the French de- 
cision. 


After a tragic history of delays and frustrations, EDC

Paris agreements, weaker than EDC on the score of Euro- 
pean unity but still a signifcant stride forward, have been 
pushed along at much greater speed and in a mood of far 
greater optimism.

yielded to their fears. The likelihood is that France would 
then be finished as a voice among the great powers, which 
would proceed to find a way of their own for enlisting Ger- 
many's strength on the side of free men.
